Here sixteen hours after Paris heard 
the “No” of the allies, Berlin, except 
for a:mere handful of men, knows 
nothing of the crisis. It has heard 
by word of mouth that the answer js 
an almost flat rejection. of the counter 
proposats, but there are no details. 
/Each party and each faction is wait- 
ing for its leaders to speak.. 

Ebert Sees Plot. 

The situation is due almost entirely 
to the newspaper strike, which the 
Ebert-Scheidemann government con- 
tends was called at this crisis as a 
scheme of the independents to pave 
the way to:force a retirement of the 
Socialist Democrats and to seize the 
reins of government. 

When it awoke this morning, 
stead of a score of newspapers, only 
one appeared in the central section, 
and that contained just a brief dis- 
patch of the answer the allies had de- 
livered at Versailles. 

Letter Text at Noon. 

But it was noon before the foreign 
correspondents were invited to the 
foreign office, where the text of the 
allies’ letter of transmittal was read 
to them in German. 

There were predictions that the 

newspapers of the Independent Social- 
ists and communists with Spartacist 
characteristics will appear fmmediate- 
ly and began an attack on the Ebert- 
Scheidemann-Noske control and will 
bring about demonstrations. 

If disorder cornes a demonstration 
against the Americans in Hotel Adlon 
and release of Russians from prison 
camps at some distant points are con- 
sidered certain. 

Other indications are that by next 
week at the latest Berlin again will 
be torn by. disturbances, and even by 
riots of a revolutionary nature.

NO MORE ROYAL VISITS, PLEASE. 

The British government would do well to squelch 
the plan to sead the Prince of Wales on a tour of 
“the States.” We venture the suggestion at the 
risk of seeming to violate the impulse of hospitality 
so strong among Americans. Years ago the grand- 
father of the present heir apparent foured the 
United States and we have understood had a good 
time. THe prince of today seems to be a quite 
amiable young man and as an individual would be 
quite as welcome as any other amiable young man. 

But if the purpose of his trip is to express a 
cordial relationship between America and Great 
Britain, a more appropriate emissary should be 
chosen. Americans do not believe in royalty or in 
hereditary office. The fact that English democracy 
has reduced monarchy to a symbol and left its 
princes only the shadow of political authority does 
not remove the objection. If we are to have a 
sign of good feeling, let us have a sign that means 
something acceptable to us and not a sign of 
something that divides us. We do not quarrel with 
English democracy if it wishes to pay for a deco- 
rative facade or to preserve its sense of historic 
continuity by keeping the form of kingship without 
its reality. But why ask us to receive the symbol? 

So far as the associative value of the prince’s 
visit is concerned, it is worse than nothing. 
Americans have a traditional dislike for the house 
of George III., which is not mitigated by the 
thought that the youn prince is the second cousin 
_ of the kaiser and is otherwise related to a good 
many of the class of hereditary rulers which Europe 
is getting rid of as fast as conyenient. And in that 
connection we are reminded that the last time a 
visiting royalty appeared in our midst he was 
Prince Henry of Prussia, whose call we now realize 
Was anything but a benefit to our country. 

Finally, we would escape the dubious honor of 
the prince’s visit for the reason that he will be 
from his landing the glittering prize of America’s 
snobocracy, which, next to mobocracy, is the chief 
danger to our American republicanism. The spec- 
tacle of Newport brushing the dust of travel from 
the royal shoes and taking the royal tile and stick 
is not going to warm the American heart. During 
the world war we have been made unpleasantly 
aware of the mischief which international social 
alliance and Anglomania can do in times of doubt 
and danger. Americans resented the evidence of 
an inflamed partisanism among the rich easterners 
which they were confident was not inspired by re- 
gard for purely American interests, but represented 
social snobbishness and sentimentality. . 

The Prince of Wales’ will be wrangled over by 
bejeweled dowagers and moneyed snobs and climb- 
ers. He will see nothing of real American life 
except its exterior. He will simply remind us of the 
outworn forms of the old world and of their ob 
noxious imitations in the new. He will be the 
focal point of all the anti-British feeling through- 
_ @ut the country, giving picturesque occasion to all 
professional champions of alien causes who find 
profit. in cultivating on our soil the traditional 
wrongs of European politics. Certainly we cannot 
welcome any event which will stimulate hyphenism 
at this time.

This is not to say that courts are 
Being human, they have the imperfec- 
tions of humanity. But so are the men who call 
and vote for sympathetic strikes. Courts are 
blamed for many things that are our own fault— 
defective laws which are passed by ourselves. But 
certainly civilized man has not devised any better

Our effort should be to perfect laws and their 
administration, but they cannot be perfected by « 
appealing to the excited emotions of masses of 
people. The only safeguard of the individual is the 
establishment of a liberty faunded on laws and a 
system of courts which shall respect the laws and 
apply them without fear or favor.

Further, 
the account does not ring true; it 
sotnds studied, artificial, reticent, and 
without revelatory emotion. And he 
writes in precisely the same style in 
1903, when he was only 13 years old, 
as he does in 1917, when he is 27! This 
assuredly is not the way of nature, or 
at all events it is a remarkable in- 
stance of halted development. 

Wells indicates that modern society 
is responsible for “ Barbellion’s disap- 
pointment,” but as usual Wells does 
not state why or how. It is rational to 
assume that in any state of society 
whatever a young man stricken with 
paralysis would be doomed to some 
degree of disappointment.

EORGE * MOORE'S unflagging 
service at the fane of Eros is 
become a paradigm of sacerdotal 
zeal. We owe him the rever- 
ence due all pious souls. Saint Simeon 
Stylites on his desert perch was fired 
by no profounder faith than sustains 
this Irish celibate in his worship of 
the little winged god through whose 
mischief we all are here. | 

In a world of cynicism the reverent 
Moore holds aloof, untouched; while 
the stage, the novel, and the club sully 
the reputation of his god with care 
less jest, while the Freudians make 
his pretty ritual a thing of nauseous 
horror, and while Margaret Sanger 
Subjects his creed to the higher criti- 
cism of the day, he forgets not his 
obeisance and falters not in spirit.

equaled by any others. His spirit is 
the most nearly akin to that of Longus 
of any man now Writing. He has the 
ingratiating and ingenuous Townley 
to compete with, the erudite Courier, 
and the delicate humanist, Symonds: 
but he will, I think, surpass them all. 


My reason for believing so is that 
I have already seen samples of his 
work and probably you have, though 
possibly it has not occurred to you. 
The maneuvers and battle scene in 
“The Lovers of Oreley” is a superb 
version of the “ Proeliare” passage in 
“The Golden Ass” of Apulelus. He 
has amplified and adorned, but in part 
it is a direct translation. Then again 
in A Story Teller’s Holiday” we 
have a taste of his skill at Englishing 
Longus. In rewriting the Talmudic 
story of Adam and Eve he works ih 
the whole passage concerning Daph- 
nis and Chloe’s thirst for knowledge 
and their education.

Newton Booth Tarkington, who in time 
Succeeded in effacing the Newton, was 
born in Indianapolis, Ind., on July 29, 
1869. His family was one of means. The 
midwestern custom of those days ob- 
ligated parents with money to send their 
Sons to an eastern “prep” school, so 
young Booth was dispatched to Exeter 
academy. He was graduated in 1889 and 
immediately afterwards informed that 


his health required a year’s rest before 


he engaged in further study. 
Meanwhile he heard of the wild doings 

of John T. McCutcheon and George Ade 

at Purdue university and when the time 


came for him to enter college he chose| ° 


the old school at Lafayette. McCutcheon 
and Ade had gone to the big city, but 
Booth could at all events join their fra.
